4N UNBALANCED BUDGET. 


It is undoubtedly a fact that foreign 
ies have been looking with nervousness 
upon the national financial position of this 
country, and I will point out to the House that, 

from all foreign implications, an un- 
halanced Budget is a very serious thing for 
this country itself. (Cheers.) bá i 
Apart altogether from outside opinion, it 
would be necessary for us to put our financial 

sition into one of undoubted securitv and 


gountr 


iity. 

os a deficit itself may not be a very 
perious matter; for exceptional expenditure 
may be necessary during the currency of 
the financial year which was unforeseen 
when the Budget was introduced. It is not 
the deficit at the end of the year which 
matters so much as whether or not measures 
gre taken to meet that deficit. 

The serious thing is whether the country 
kes steps to meet that deficit and to balance 
s Budget. 

It it fails to do so, then, naturally, grave 
Poubts arise as to its stability. 


LIVING BEYOND OUR MEANS 


Now it is undoubtedly the fact that 
nationally we have for some time past been 
jving beyond our means, and living to a 
considerable extent upon our capital. 

The trade depression of the last ten years 
has reduced the yield of taxes, and, at the 
game time, increased expenditure. 

Seven vears ago the Unemployment Insur- 
ace Fund was paying its way, and paying 
of debt. This year it is costing the 
Exchequer about one hundred million pounds. 
The national income has been falling 
rapidly, There are something like three 
nilion persons, one time producers, now un- 
occupied. 

Profits upon which national revenue must 
largely depend have fallen twenty per cent. 
during the last two veais. In many in- 
dustries wages are being paid out of capital. 


FACING THE PROBLEM. 


Now this is the problem that I have to 
solve, and it can be solved only in two 
ways—tither by reducing expenditure or by 
increasing taxation or by a combination of 
both. 

We have been under the delusion during 
the last few years in these times of un- 
paralleled depression that we can maintain 
the expenditure of prosperous times. 

Our total national and local taxation is 
now very nearly one-third of the total 
national income, J 

Now, however unparalleled may be the 
measures necessary to restore solvency in our 
national finances, the country must face up 
fo the position, and I am going to do it 
this afternoon. (Ministerial cheers. ) 
Before I begin to deal in detail with the 
income and expenditure of the vear, there is 
one thing vitally affecting the Budget, to 
which I want to call attention. 


NO MORE BORROWING. 


The Government has decided that borrow- 
ing for the Unemployment Fund and the 
Road Fund must cease. (Ministerial cheers.) 
This dec sion must apply to the current 
financial =vear Accordingly, the whole 
amount of the Road Fund, or what it would 
have required to borrow. and the amount 
¥hich the Unemployment Insurance Fund 
would have required to borrow when its 
ian powers are exhausted, will have to 
borne as a charge on votes this year, and 
*stimates to implement that decision will be 
presented in due course. 
In taking this step the Government have 
nh actuated by the desire to place the 
Mability of the Budget beyond question. 
Resort tí borrowing as a resource to meet a 
lemporary deficiency when there is a prospect 
Mat it can be repaid is perfectly justified, 
E there 18 clearly a limit to which that 
“rowing can be carried on.

Supplementary estimates, £813,000. 

Cessation of borrowing for unemploy- 
ment and Road Fund 34 millions—that is, 
94 millions. 

Now, we are saving about 13.55 millions 
in interest on the American debt, and five 
and three-quarter millions in Sinking 
Fund on that debt. These two figures 
amount to 19.5 millions. If you take 
79.3 from 94 then we get an estimated 
deficit on this year’s Budget of 74.7 
millions. 

PROSPECTS FOR NEXT YEAR 

Now, before passing to my proposals to 
meet this deficit, 1 must briefly review the 
prospects for next year—that is, the year 
beginning on April 1 next. 

Of course, the Committee will understand 
that we cannot, eighteen months ahead, 
estimate with precision what the exact yield 
of taxes will be or what the expenditure will 
be. But from the best data that we have 
available I can submit to the Committee what 
Í think is a fairly accurate approximation of 
what the position will be, if no changes are 
made when the Budget for next year is sub 
mitted to the Committee of the House of 

‘ommons. 

Now, I have not thought it prudent in 
making these estimates, although we all hope 
for a revival of trade, to count upon such a 
recovery. (Hear, hear.) For a basis of com- 
parison I take the original Budget estimates 
presented by me last April and the revised 
estimates ] have just given. 

I, first of all, take into account the fact 
that last April, in order to avoid the imposi- 
tion of. new taxation, I utilised certain sources 


for revenue purposes which cannot again be 


called upon. 

I took 23 millions from the Exchange Fund. 
I expected to get 10 millions by the accelera- 
tion of the payments of income tax under 
Schedule D, and I had four millions from the 


suspensory derating account. these amounting. 


altogether to 37 millions. These, as I have 
said, will not recur. 

I have framed the estimates of revenue for 
next year—inland revenne duties and Customs 
and Excise—on the assumption that there will 
be a fall of 35 millions in inland revenue, four 
millions Customs and Excise, and seven 
millions from miscellaneous receipts—that is. 
46 millions altogether. 


A DEFICIT OF 170 MILLIONS. 


The increase of expenditure which I should 
have had to face upon existing services, in- 
cluding the increase on transitional benefit 
of 10 millions—then next year between 30 
and 40 millions—cannot be put at less than 
17 millions, while the cessation of borrowing 
for the Unemplovment Fund and the Road 
Fund will involve, I think, a charge of 70 
millions. 

Now add these items together—this non- 
recurring revenue, 37 millions; loss of 
revenue, 46 millions; increase of expenditure. 
17 millions; the cost of transferring borrow- 
ing to current revenue—that leaves us the 
appalling figure of 170 millions deficit on next 
year’s Budget. 


BIGGER THAN EXPECTED. 


This forecast of the possible deficit is much 
larger than the figure which has gained cur- 
rency during the fast few months—the figure 
of £120,000,000. The difference is due to 
unfavourable events since that estimate was 
framed. 

In the first place, the earlier figure allowed 
for a reduction of revenue on account of 
inland revenue only, or, rather, on account 
of income tax only, but, as I have just 
pointed out, a complete and later survey of 
the possibilities of the yield of these taxes 
next year has compelled us to take a less 
optimistic view, 

Then the Hoover Plan, which has affected 
our balance sheet on both sides, was not 
taken into account by the May Committee, 
and the. unemployment figures have become 
worse, and we are basing our estimates upon 
a higher figure than the figure that was taken 
by the May Committee. 

I said, it will be remembered, that there 
are two ways, or a combination of two ways, 
of baiancing the Budget—one by economies 
and one: by increased taxation, or by 
economies and increased taxation. 

Faced with a deficit this year of £74,000,000 
and a robable deficit next year of 
£170,000,000, it is clear, as I warned the 
House of Commons last February, that 
drastic and disagreeable measures will have 
to be taken. rge ecenomies are essential, 
and so are heavy increases of taxation. 


ECONOMY DETAILS. 


The details of the measures of economy 
which the Government will to-morrow submit 
to the House of Commons will be found in a 
White Paper, which will be available inrthe 
vote office when I sit down. Of course, the 
usual White Paper appertaining to my 
Budget statement will also be available. 

I shall not, therefore, this afternoon tres- 
pass upon the debate which will naturally 
take place to-morrow to enter into any details 
as to the economies which are proposed. !t 
may almost be sufficient if I say that nine- 
tenths of the items under which economies 
are proposed were adopted and approved by 
the late Government. 

Hon. members will find, when they see the 
White Paper, that there are considerable 
economies in the defence services, in the 
civil votes, and, in fact, economies over the 
whole field of Government expenditure upon 
unemployment and on the Road Fund, and 
thesé savings altogether will amount to 
£70,000,000-—that is. the total savings, as l 
have indicated, will amount to £70,000,00U 
next year. 

The measures. proposed will come into 
operation on October 1 next wherever pos- 
sible, and the saving through these economies 
on this vear’s Budget is estimated to be 
£22.000,000 towards the £74,000,000. 

THE SINKING FUND. 

I want to savy a few words about the 
Sinking Fund. In the original Budget the 
fixed debt charge was £355,000,000, and 
under the law as it stands at present that 
sum will have to be provided before the end 
of the financial vear An amendment of the 
law on this point would in any case have 
been necessary owing to the alteration of our 
payments to the United States and the cessa- 
tion of receipts from the Continent. We 
have had to consider whether we should pro 
vide for debt redemption on the usual scale 
in the financial circumstances of this year and 
next. 

In all the circumstances, the Government 
have come to the conclusion that the pro 
posed Sinking Fund provision shall be.

For several year 
these Bonds, when received by the Inland 
Revenue in payment of duties, have been 
handed over to the National Debt Commis 
sioners, who have bought them with money 
provided out of the Sinking Fund. ; 
That is a very convenient method of apply- 
ing sinking funds’ money, but it involves an 
addition to the Sinking Fund, which for the 
moment we are not justified in continuing.

viding dollars for next year’s payment—that 
is, as I have said, just under £6,000,000-— 
will be charged to capital, and we shall 
substitute a sterling debt to our own people 
for the foreign debt. 

The charge, then, against revenue for debt 
redemption is reduced by these proposals by 
£15,700,000 this year and £20,000,000 next 
year. In the Finance Bill the proposals will 
take the form of a readjustment of the fixed 
debt charge, and I will explain shortly how 
the figures are reached. 


THE HOOVER PROPOSALS. 


I told the Committee that the fixed debt 
charge for this year as provided in the 


Budget was £355,000,000, and of that sum 


, £52. ,000' was for debt redemption. The 


Hoover proposals enable us to reduce the 
fixed debt charge to £335,700,000. The fixed 
cebt charge for this vear is £332.000,000. of 
which £32.500,000 will be for debt redemp- 
tion, and this saving is a further reduction 


of the deficit of £74,000,000 this year.

HIGHER INCOME TAX. 


Now I come to the taxation proposals. 

After taking into account the economies 
and the pity the Sinking Fund— 
economies ; and Sinking Fund 
saving 15.5 millions; that is, 35.7 millions 
taken from £74,000.000, which leaves a net 
deficit of £39.000,000 for the current year 
and £80,000,000 for next year—the balancing 
of the Budget, both for this year and next. 
demands the imposition of additional 
taxation to yield those sums. 


I must look to direct taxation to pro- 
vide the greater part of this, and it is 
impossible to find the requisite sum in 
the field of direct taxation without 
raising the income tax. I propose to in- 
crease the standard rate for the current 
year by 6d., making it 5s. in the pound. 


I have very carefully considered whether 
anything can be done to alleviate the burden 
of this increase upon industry. I regard the 
burden of the standard rate on industry as 
being on that income which: is not dis- 
tributed, but which is reserved for develop- 
ment purposes. 

Of course, what is distributed is paid by 
the shareholders, and not by the companies. 
The problem of giving some relief on sums 
placed to reserve, as the committee know 
quite well, has often been discussed in the 
House of Commons, and have on many 
occasions expressed sympathy, but up to now 
we have always found the practical difficul- 
ties to be insuperable. But I do not despair 
of eventually finding some satisfactory solu- 
tion of this problem, and it will be kept 
under consideration. 


TO COMPENSATE INDUSTRY. 


Meanwhile I propose to compensate in- 
dustry otherwise for the additional burden 
placed upon it in consequence of the 6d. in 
the standard rate of income tax. 

A relief of roughly the,same amount will 
be given by means of a special increase of 
existing allowances for depreciation of plant 
and machinery. 


number of persons with incomes up to nearly 
£500 a year, who at present pay no income 
tax at all, or a very small sum. 

In the second place, it will enable me to 
effect a wider differentiation between earned 
and unearned income than obtains at present. 

The principal personal allowances are those 
given to single and married persons. 

These now stand at £133 for a single and 
£225 for a married person. ' 

They were fixed at these figures by the 
Finance Act of 1920, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Royal Commission on 
income tax. 

The Royal Commission, in recommendin 
these figures, pointed out that they were fix 
by reíerence to the then cost of living, and 
that, it might be necessary to review them by 
reference to any substantial change that might 
subsequently take place. 

Our urgent financial needs compel me to 
propose such a reduction in the personal! allow- 
ances as was anticipated by the Royal Com- 
mission. 

I propose that the personal allowances 
should be reduced to a single person to £100 
and to a married person to £150. 

The allowances for children were fixed in 
1920 at £56 for the first child and £27 for 
each subsequent child. In 1928 these were 
increased to £60 for the first child and £50 
for each subsequent child. 

I propose to reduce the £60 to £50 and the 
£50 to £40, at which figures the allowances 
will still be generous, far more generous than 
those recommended by the Royal Commission. 

The corresponding reduction’ for a house- 
keeper— (interruption )—will be to £50. 

When I was speaking of the allowances | 
am told that I gave the figure of the allow- 
ance for married persons as £130. I am very 
glad to be able to rectify it. It should be 
£150. 

As the Committee is aware, graduation of 
the income tax is carried out in effect not only 
by means of deducting these personal allow- 
ances from the total income, but also by 


charging the first slice of the remaining income. 


at less than the standard rate. The slice used 
to be £225 at half the standard rate. but in 
the Budget of last year I increased it to £250. 
and the rate of charge to four-ninths instead 
of five-tenths of the standard rate. 

I propose that in the current year the slice 
is fixed at £175, and the rate of charge at one 
half of the standard rate. 


EARNED AND UNEARNED 
INCOME. 


These charges and personal allowances and 
graduations affect all incomes, whether earned 
or unearned, but, in accordance with the 
general principle of ability to pay, I think 
it is right that a relatively higher burden 
should be placed on investment income than 
on earned income. 

In measuring the additional contribution to 
be levied on the community to enable the 
country to pay its way, I propose to effect 
this by increasing the allowance in respect of 
earned income from the figure of one-sixth of 
the income to the maximum of £250. at which 
it now stands, to an allowance of one-fifth 
of the income and a maximum of £300. 

This is the most effective way of differen- 
tiating between earned and unearned incomes, 
and, indeed, it is the only method by which 
such differentiation can be justly carried out. 

I must now inform the Committee—as, in 
deed, -will be expected—of the changes in 
the standard of rate of the graduation. As 
the Committee is well aware, the increases 
of income tax never yield the full measure 
of revenue in the year in which they are im- 
posed, but the increase in the standard rate 
of income tax in the middle of the financial 
vear will, of course, make the collection of 
the full amount within this year much more 
difficult, and it is, therefore, inevitable that I 
must make some allowance for this probable 
lag of receipts. But, of course, what I lose 
this year through that will be gained next 
year. 

That disposes of the standard rate, and J 
now pass to——— (Members—‘ Yield ?’’) 

It is £25,000,000 1 expect this vear and 
£51,500,000 in a full vear. As I have said, 
the increase in the standard rate and changes 
made by graduation and allowance taken into 
consideration, I expect to give this vield of 
£25,000.000 this year and £51,500,000 next 
year. I hope I have made that clear. Now, 
this disposes of the standard rate. 


THE SURTAX. 


I now pass to another part of the income 
tax—the surtax. In addition to his hability

Where plant and machinery are used for 
earning profits an allowance of a certain per- 
centage in the value is made annually in 
respect of wear and tear, the rmagic 
varying according to the expected life of the 
plant and machinery. 

This allowance will be increased by ten 
per cent., and the total exclusion from taxa- 
tion of the corresponding profit will roughly 
make good to industry the additional six 
pence on the taxed profits placed to develop- 
ment reserv.. 

This relief has the merit that it is related 
to the actual use of plant and machinery, 
and acconlingly the bulk of it will go to the 
basic industries. 

It will apply to individuals and firms en 
gaged in trade, as well as to companies, 

t will be given against income tax assess 
ments of next year, upon which profits for 
the current year will be based. 

I think I ought to say this, that, under 
the rules of procedure, I am prevented from 
introducing the necessary clause in the 
present Finance Bill, but it will be dealt 
with in-the next Finance Bill, and, of course, 
that will make no difference at all to the 
recipients, of this concession, ae 

I may add also that the practice in regard 
to allowances for obsolences of plant and 
machinery has been for some time under con- 
sideration. Complaints have been made that 
too narrow a view has been taken of what 
constitutes replacement. In future it 1s pro- 
posed to take a somewhat more liberal view 
than has been taken in the past, and in this 
way it is hoped to encourage the scrapping 
of plant and its replacement by new. 


PERSONAL ALLOWANCES 
REVISED. 

Concurrently with the increase of the stan- 
dard. rate I propose to revise the various 
personal and other allowances which deger- 
mine the scope and graduation of the tax. 

The purpose of this revision is twofold. 

It will, in the first place, bring within the 
565 ineomae tax payers &A very large 


liable to be surtaxed on a sliding scale rising 
to 7s. 6d. in the £—that is, 12s. 6d. 
altogether. Under my proposals the payer 
of the standard rate has to face an increase 
of sixpence, and a steeper graduation in the 
case of the surtax paver. 

Now I propose, in addition to this increase 
in the standard rate, to put an increase of 
ten per cent. on the amount of the surtax 
bill. That will be the easiest way to do it 
this year, and it will save a vast amount 
of administrative work, gn will give us 
a vield of £4.000,000 in tht current year 
and .£6,000,000 in a full year, making, with 
the changing of the standard rate a total in 
income tax of £29,000,000 this year and 
£57.500,000 next vear. 

This completes my vroposals with regard 
to direct taxation. They invelve increases 
of burdens placed upen existing taxpavers 
and an extension of the income tax over a 
somewhat wider range of incomes. 

After the deductions and allowances have 
been made, it will be secn bv anvone who 
makes the caleulation that the amount ef 
income tax paid by those in the lower range 
—I will not sav will be comparatively 
negligible—but will be very small, indeed. 


INDIRECT TAXATION.

BEER, TOBACCO AND 
PETROL. 


I submit these proposals tc the Committee 
as representing the fairest methou of raising 
the largest amounts of direct taxation. 
turn to indirect taxation—Customs and 
Excise. 

My choice here is hmitea. It is limited 
by the necessity of selecting such duties as 
combine the advantage of substantial yield 
with a certainty of collection. I have, there- 
fore, concentrated upon well-tried revenue 
producers. . (Laughter.) 

I propose te increase both the Customs 
and Excise duties mp ell ordinary descrip- 
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: 234. admission, with 5. tax: 


| £70,000,000, 


tions of beer by thirty-one shillings per 
standard barrel. That increase represents 
one penny a pint on beer of average gravity 
and class. The increase will take effect trom 
to-morrow, so you have not much tune to 
lose. (Laughter. ) 

I anticipate that the additional yield will 
be £4,500,000 this year, and £10,000,000 in 
the full year. 

I have also selected tobacco as a suitable 
article to bear an increased duty in the 
present circumstances, and | propose that, as 
from to-morrow, the Customs duty of im- 
ported leaf—that is, the unmanufactured form 
of tobacco—should be raised from 8s. 10d. 
per lb. to 9s. 6d. per Ib.—that is, an increase 
of &d. 

The rates of duty on other forms of tobacco 
will be increased in the same proportion. I 
estimate this addition will yield £4,000,000 
in a full year and £2,100,000 this year. I 
have no reason to anticipate that the whole 
of this increase will be passed on to the 
consumer. 

The next item on my list is oil, though I 
must confess that I regret the necessity of 
taxing a commodity which is so important to 
modern transport, but the needs of the 
moment are imperative. I cannot ignore the 
fact that at the present time the price of 
petrol, apart from tax, is at a very low level, 
and the increase of 2d. which I put on in 
April has already been compensated to the 
consumer by an equivalent reduction in price. 

I now propose to increase the duty by a 
further 2d. per gallon, making a tot-] duty of 
8d. This, I est:mate, will give me £7,£00,000 
in a full year, and a little under £4,000,U00 
this year. 

In this case the increase will take effect 
from 6 o'clock to-night, in order to ensure 
that users of petrol shall not enjoy any 
advantage over other users of dutiable 
articles, owing to the fact that they are able 
to take them out of bond after the usual 
closing hours, 

Lefure I leave this matter of oil I must 
menticn that a resolution is required that 
heavy oil on which a rebate has been allowed 
shall not be mixed with dutiable light oil 
unless the rebate is repaid. This is necessary 
to safeguard the revenne, owing to the grow- 
ing practice of mixing kerosene and kerosene’s 
distillate with petrol in order to obtain a 
motor fuel on which duty has been paid on a 
portion only. 


ENTERTAINMENTS. 


Finally, I come to the entertainments’ duty, 
While I am no more enamoured of this tax 
than in the past, I feel that in the present 
circumstances it affords a ready instrument 
for affording all sections of the community 
an opportunity to make a contribution to our 
needs. I fear that I must call upon the 
occupants of the cheaper seats, who have 
enjoyed freedom from tax since I repealed 
that part of the tax in 1924, to join in this 
contribution. 

I propose a new scale in that duty, which 
will represent a uniform rate of sixteen and 
two-thirds per cent. on the inclusive prices 
of admission or twenty per cent. on the exclu- 
sive prices. The duty will rise by stages on 
inclusive prices of admission up to Is. 3d.- 
that is, a 3d. admission charge will represent 
éd. charge, Ed. 
for admission and ld. tax, and ls, charge, 
10d. and 2d. 

Above the inclusive price of 1s. 6d. the tax 
will increase by stages of 1d. on every 5d.— 
that is to say, out of every 6d. admission a 
charge of 5d. goes to the proprietor and ld. 
will come to the revenue. | think this altera- 
tion in the scale will be found to be a very 
great convenience to the proprietors. 
(Laughter. ) 

I propose to re-enact 
favour of entertainments for 
charges not exceeding 2d.

BALANCING THE BUDGET. 


I am now in a position to balance the 
Budget for the current year. I have an esti- 
mated deficit of £74.000,000. I have allowed 
for economies this year of £22,000,000, saving 
on debt redemption £13,/00,000, new taxation 
this vear inland revenue £29,000,000. Customs 
and Excise £11,500,000—that is, £76,200,000 
to meet a deficit of £74,000,679. 

That gives an estimated surplus on the new 
basis of just over £2,000,000. 

In regard to next year I had estimated a 
deficit of £170,000,000. 

Economies next year are expected to realise 
debt saving £20.000,000, new 
taxation inland revenue £57.500.000. Crstoms 
and Excise £24.000.000, a total of 4°171.500.000, 
leaving an estimated surplus of £1,500,000.

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE, 


The Finance Bill will inciude clauses de- 
signed to facilitate the conversion of 5 War 
Loan to a lower rate of interest. Since 1929 
the Treasury have had the power to pay off 
this loan at any time by giving three months’ 
notice. Disappointment was expressed in 
some quarters that we did not carry out the 
operation earlier in the year. Money rates 
were for the time being favourable, but we 
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unpleasant task. These proposals are ad- 
mittedly drastic and disagreeable. They ire 
justified only by the regrettable necessity 
urged upon us by the present financial position 
of the nai.on; but I have received during the 
last few weeks the most amazing evidence of 
the willingness of the nation, men and women 
of all classes, to make their contribution to 
this effort. This morning my post was like 
the post on every day for a week past. Old 
age pensioners— (Labour Members—‘‘Oh, oh,’’ 
and ‘‘ Shame ’’)—have returned their pension 
books—— 

A Labour Member—‘* What 
Nelson’s ?”’ 

War pensioners have offered to forego their 
pension for the year; National Savings Certifi- 
cates have been returned cancelled 

An Hon. Member—‘* What about the Duke 
of Westminster ?”’ 

Postal orders, large and small, pour in. 
(Interruption. ) Children even have sent 
from their savings boxes shillings and half- 
crowns to help the nation in its need. 
(Renewed Labour, cries of “Oh. ) Factory 
girls have come to me—(Hon. Members 
“Oh ’’)—with collections taken in the work- 
shops, and to-day, following many other 
similar gifts, I received a 5 per cent. War 
Loan bond for £1,000 to be cancelled. 

A Labour Member—Was it from Sir 
William Jowitt? (Cheers and laughter.) 

Mr. Snowden— These proposals that I have 
submitted give everybody the opportunity of 
contributing. I have tried as best I could to 
spread the burden oí the sacrifice as fairly and 
as evenly as human ingenuity can devise. To 
balance a Budget with a deficit of 
£170,000,000 ; to spend, as we are doing this 
year, at the expense of the Exchequer, some- 
thing like £100,000.000 for the relief of un- 
employment — (Labour Members — '' Why 
not ?’’)—is an achievement which no country 
in the world has ever attempted. (Ministerial 
cheers.) 

The House of Commons will, I believe. 
accept those proposals; the country will 
accept them—(Labour interruptions and 
Ministerial cheers)—and in doing so they will 
show to the world an example of the in- 
domitable British spirit in the face of diffi- 
culty.

a foreboding which, unfortunately, proved 
only too true. 

Our present position is difficult, but it would 
have been clearly impossible if we had under- 
taken last June or July the risk of having to 
find £2,000,000,000 to pay off this debt. 

The clauses in the Finance Bill do not fix a 
particular date for the operation, but they 
prescribe what is to happen when notice to 
repay is given by the Treasury. Such a notice 
will be coupled, of course, with a suitable offer 
to holders to convert their holdings into 
another form instead of taking repayment. 


CLAUSES EXPLAINED. 


The clauses are necessarily very technical 
in character, but I will set out, briefly, their 
purpose and effect. 

In the first place, it is impossible to con- 
duct operations on the basis that three 
months’ notice, neither more nor less, as 
given, and that then the Treasury Is left in 
doubt up to the end of that operation as to 
what amount of cash they will have to find 
for those who have not converted into the 
new stock. 

A larger period of notice than three months 
will be given, and, while holders will be 
allowed three months in which to dissent-— 
that is, secured to them by the prospectus— 
we want the authority of parliament for pro- 
viding that, if they do not dissent in three 
months to any offer made to them, they 
shall be taken as accepting. There 1s nothing 
novel in this, as it is a power which on 
several occasions has been given by Parlia- 
ment in connection with conversion opera- 
tions. 

In the second place. we need certain 
powers to enable us to frame the terms of 
the offer. The most convenient form of offer 
may be that holders shall be allowed to con- 
tinue their present holdings, subject, of 
course, to a changed rate of interest and an 
alteration of the date of redemption. 

What I mav call in legal language, | 
heheve, the other incidence of the Loan will 
remain as at present: for instance, dividends 
will be paid without deduction at the source. 
The House will understand that I am not 
pledging myself to the details of anv par- 
ticular operation. but the powers mentioned 
are sought in order that we may proceed in 
that manner which, on the whole, appears 


most suitable. 


POINTS OF PROCEDURE. 


In the third place, it is necessary for the 
Treasury to take power to deal with a 
number of small points of procedure that 
mav arise in connection with the conversion 
eperations, and, what is more important. we 
shall have to get Farliamentarv authority to 
protect trustees who accept any scheme of 
conversion or continuance of t'e holdings 
for which they are responsible. 

T am seeking these powers in the Finance 
Rill in order that I may be ready to seize 
the first suitable moment to launch the 
operation. 

As I have explained, a conversion such as 
this in its magnitude is by far the greatest 
thing that has ever been undertaken in the 
history of the world. It will take some 
months to carry through, and, therefore. I 
am not allowing anything from this saving 
in this year’s Budget.

A Liffey waterman, who looks after 
some of the boats moored below O’Connell 
Bridge, tells me that heavy rain means 
a lot of extra work for him. The trouble 
does not start actually while the rain is 
on; but a day or so later, when the 
mountain streams really get into their 
stride, the Liffey pours under the bridges 
at a most ridiculous speed. As soon as 
this happens he has to visit all the boats 
and make sure that their moorings, which 
are proof against any normal current, 
will stand the strain when the river 18 
flowing about five times as fast as usual. 
It is not a pleasant job; for his own 
boat is ‘moored under the south wall, and 
to cross the river he must pull his hardest 
upstream for a hundred yards, so that 
the current will carry him down on the 
opposite side.

BELFAST, Thursday. 
= sole topic of conversation in Bel- 
fast this evening has been Mr. 
Snowden’s Budget. Taxpayers in Northern 
Ireland were prepared for heavy demands 
on their pockets; but few expected that 
the National Government would go so far 


| in its efforts to |] slance the Budget. So 


far as the North is concerned, the prin- 
cipal impost, of course, is the additional 
sixpence on the standard rate of income 
tax. During recent years incomes in 
Northern Ireland have been falling 
steadily. Those who derive their incomes 
from British securities—especially from 
industrials—have been hit extremely hard, 
and the news that the tax-gatherer is 
about to increase his bill is most un- 
welcome. In spite of the general de- 
pression, there also are many citizens of 
Northern Ireland who are _ fortunate 
enough to be on the list of surtax payers. 
They now will be required to pay an 
additional ten per cent., and they would 
hardly be human if they did not regard 
the prospect with a certain misgiving. The 
new taxes on beer and tobacco will affect 
the working classes, as will the revised 
provisions in regard to unemployment 
benefit ; but, on the whole, the people of 
the North realise that they must be pre- 
pared to pay for their close connection 
with the United Kingdom, and that 
Viscount Craigavon’s popular policy of 
“step by step ” cannot be expected always 
to work in favour of the Northern 
Province, 


THE T.T. RACE. 


The people of Ulster are now beginning 
seriously to consider the Isle of Man 
challenge to their bid to hold the R.A.C. 
Tourist Trophy Race over the Ards 
Circuit again next year. Some people 
are of the opinion that Ulster’s apparent 
lack of interest in the race, shown by the 
difficulty in raising funds, has put a nail 
in Belfast’s coffin so far as next year’s 
contest is concerned; but others say that 
there is really only one course which is 
a true test in all phases for motor cars, 
and that one is the Ards Circuit. Thus, 
they argue, the Royal Automobile Club 
cannot ignore Ulster’s claims. ‘There is, 
however, another side to the question. The 
Isle of Man is much more convenient for 
motorists and firms than Ulster, and 
another strong point in its favour is that, 
on account of its accessibility, many motor 
magnates would visit the race if it were 
held there who never would cross to 
Belfast. As it is mainly for the further- 
ance of the motor trade that the race ie 
run, this is Manxland’s trump card, and 
it is going to be a difficult one to beat. 
Again, on the contrary, Ulster has the 
enormous advantage of being able to 
assemble, free of cost, a huge body of 
policemen to deal effectively with the 
crowds and motor traffic. 

It all boils down to the fact that Ulster 
will be forced to guarantee a certain sum 
of money to cover expenses, and even if 
it does so, it will still be touch and go 
whether or not the great race, which 
Ulster has come to look upon as its own, 
will remain in the province next year.

Of the prizes offered by the Central 
Savings Committee for the best essays sent 
in by Free State National school children, 
the first prize in the Irish section has been 
won by Sinead ni Chriodain, of Ballyvourney 
girls’ school. 


Mrs. E. Buckley, the school teacher, has a 


remarkable record in the competition. Her 
school not only won this prize in Irish, but 
also won the first and second prizes for 
English essays written by children under 
thirteen in Co, Cork, and the second prize 
for children over thirteen in the same area. 

Michael Hayes, who won first prize in 
English, also won first prize for children 
under thirteen years of age in Co. Clare. His 
teacher was Mr. Michael J. Lynch. 

The following is the essay written by 
Michael Hayes, who is aged 12, and is in 
Standard VI. of the National (Boys’) School, 
Killaloe, Co. Clare. The subject is ‘‘ Con- 
structive Thrift as Affecting the Home!”’ 

“ My Irish-American uncle spent a holiday 
in Ireland last summer. One evening he 
told me that the Jews owned and managed 
almost all the important business undertak- 
ings of the United States. This, he told 
me, was due to their foresight and thrift. 
A Jew manages to save some of his daily 
earnings, no matter how small. He does not 
save for the mere sake of saving; he con- 
siders savings an investment to be wisely 
used when the need arises. 

‘* There is an urgent peed for constructive 
thrift in Irish homes. Every member of the 
household must do his, or her, part. The 
father of the house must set a good example 
to the other members. Very often he spends 
foolishly, in drink or on horses, money which, 
if wisely saved, would provide the little bit 
‘for the rainy day.’ The mother of a family 
can effect economies in various ways. 
With care and foresight she may reduce 


household expenses, and encourage and help '

her husband and children to save. 
woman is too often a careless and wasteful 
cook, and generally the foreign manufacturer 
benefits too much from her husband’s labour. 
Wise parents will encourage their children 
to save. In this school we have a savings 
association. The teacher often advises the 
boys to invest their pennies in the purchase 
of savings stamps. Very little can be done, 
however, unless the parents co-operate. Too 
often boys leaving this school have to take 
poor, mean agers as their parents have 
not taken the trouble to save the money 
necessary to apprentice them to some trade 
or to enter the learned professions.

State, and 80 motor cycles, against the 
South’s 41. Belfast alone was responsible 
for 39 motor cycles, so leaves Dublin far 
behind, while Ulster, as a whole, shows 
much better figures in proportion to its 
population than the Free State. 

The motor trade in Ulster has been 
extremely good during the present year, 
and this is rather remarkable in view 
of the unemployment and poverty on all 
sides. Since August, 1930, until July, 
1931, the sales have been very consistent, 
with the exception, perhaps, of the first 
two months, which were rather low. The 
best month for the year was March last, 
when 384 cars and 72 motor cycles were 
sold—a total of 456. January comes 
second with 325 cars and 34 cycles—359, 
and July third. The sales for the other 
months were pretty steady, ranging 
between a minimum total of 204 in 
December (with the exception of August 
and September, 1930, 167 and 192, respec- 
tively), to a maximum of 326 in may last. 

Of all the cars sold in Ulster the 
8 horse power class were an easy first. 
with the 14 h.p. second, and the 10 h.p. 
third. Only six cars of the touring type 
were sold. 


WORK FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


The Belfast Board of Guardians have 
just gone into the question of providing 
work for the able-bodied men who are at 
present receiving outdoor relief, and have 
passed a resolution urging that the atten- 
tion of the Belfast Corporation and the 
Ministry of Home Affairs be given im- 
mediately to this problem. The Guardians’ 
point of view is a very sensible one. There 
are at present no fewer than 256 appli- 
cants for outdoor relief, who are quite 
fit for work, but can find nothing to do. 
The Guardians say that various work 
schemes should be carried out which 
would enable these men to do something 
which would have beneficial results to the 
city and the community, instead of their 
receiving money every week without doing 
anything to show for it. ain 

It is only fair to say that the applicants 
themselves would much rather do work 
for their money instead of receiving it as 
charity, and time and again they have 
approached the authorities asking that 
they should be given something to do. 
It is to be hoped that the Ministry of 
Home Affairs and the Corporation will 
unite in an effort to end this state of 
affairs; for, in the first place, it is a 
serious matter to be handing out large 
sums of money without return in these 
hard times, and again, the effect of re- 
ceiving such charity is not likely to be 
beneficial to the recipients. 


THE ARMAGH AFFAIR. 


The remarkable affair at Armagh on 
Wednesday, when a number of young men 
were chained to railings because they had 
represented themselves as members of the 
“T.R.A.,” has caused much comment in 
Belfast. The whole business is Gilbertian. 
One set of lawless individuals had sent 
threatening notices to Protestants in 
Armagh and elsewhere, ordering them to 
leave their dwellings in the name of the 
“T.R.A.,” and a second set, no less law- 
less than the first, has punished its rivals 
in drastic fashion. It seems that the real 
“T.R.A.” is anxious to demonstrate its 
complete aloofness from religious contro- 
versy in the North, and, undoubtedly, its 
activities so far have borne out its claims 
of religious impartiality. Nevertheless, 
the mere fact that any body of armed 
men, however free from bigotry they may 
be, can operate with impunity on the 
territory of Northern Treland is disturb- 
ing to the law-abiding citizens of the Six 
Counties. It was believed firmly that the 
writ of the “I.R.A.” had ceased long 
since to run in Northern territory.

Mr. H. G. Honnelly (solicitor for de- 
fendant)—What did you do with the voting 
paper —Í saw that it was properly stamped 
with the official stamp. 

Have you anv evidence that he voted’— 
Yes; J] saw that it was the official ballot 
paper. Before the ballot paper is put into 
the box the presiding officer must see the 
official stamp on it. There is a special place 
for marking the ballot paper. 

Francis P. Aylmer stated that he was 
presiding officer in No. 2 booth at Castle- 
dermot. He remembered James Fennell, de 
fendant, entering the polling station, and. 
after getting the defendant's name and 
address, he found same in the register and 
gave him a ballot paner. After dealing with 
the paper in the boath, defendant put it into 
the ballot box. ) 

Mr. Donneliy submitted that there was no 
evidence to show at which place defencant 
voted. Mr. Avimer fixed the time at 8.4 
when defendant entered the polling station at 
Castledermot. Myr. O'Connor did not fix the 
time. There was no evidence to justify a 
conviction. 

The Justice—How do you suggest that the 
voting should be proved ’—It is not for me to 
suggest that. 

Superintendent F!ynn 
sufficient evidence when it was proved that 
defendant did apply for a ballot paper.

Mr. Donnelly said that ‘before a conviction 
was registered the Court had power to give 
the defendant the benefit of the Probation of 
Offenders Act even ií the case was proved. 

The Justice—I feel bound to convict and 
sentence the defendant as the Act directs. 
When an appeal is lodged the defendant will 
not be liable to imprisonment until the Cir- 
cuit Court judge hears the case. I will give 
the defendant bail and sentence him to two 
months’ imprisonment.

Foley, that there will be no more taxation 
for the scheme’s financing; but theie 
ought to be some kind of guarantee that 
the cost of current will not be increased. 
The Free State consumer now lacks the 
benefits afforded by competition between 
private electrical suppliers; the Board 
retains a monopoly, and the consumer of 
electricity must pay the Board's price or 
do without current. As matters stand, 
prices are higher than they are in most 
countries—considerably higher than the 
citizen expected them to be.

City Pigeons. 


The campaign against pigeons in the 
City of London advances by slow degrees. 
This summer's bag amounts to nearly 
three hundred, and the total since the 
work began in 1927 is between four and 
five thousand. The destruction of these 
birds must be one of the Corporation’s 
least agreeable undertakings; for the 
pigeons have endeared themselves to all 
good Londoners by the friendly non. 
chalance of their bearing and the pastoral 
in quiet streets. 
Every fine day in the City brings out a 
little group of quiet folk to feed the 
pigeons on the steps of St. Paul’s or on 
the Embankment—where the predatory 
seagull takes his share; but the very 
kindliness of the citizens has sealed the 
death-warrant of the birds. They have in- 
creased and multiplied, and the sanitary 
regulations of a modern city demand a re- 
duction in their numbers. Their pursuit 
and capture is no easy matter, and we 
learn that the professional rat-catcher 
entrusted with the work has declined to 
extend his operations to places outside the 
City. His decision will cause’ little 
surprise, since the only successful method 
of capture is the stealthy pursuit of one 
bird at a time. More elaborate schemes 
have been essaved, but these have been 
foiled either by the birds themselves or by 
the ill-timed intervention of the tender- 
hearted. So great is his unpopularity that 
the luckless rat-catcher—who more than 
once has been belaboured with umbrellas 
—is obliged to ply his trade in the early 
morning or at dusk.

HELP FOR RAILWAY WORKERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The sympathy of the whole popula- 
tion of the Free State must go out to the 
1,800 railway workers who have adopted ean 
a reasonable attitude over the recent proposa 
to effect necessary economies by the dismissal 
of one-third of their number. It is a hope, 
ful augury for the future that employers - 
employed were able to come to such a settle- 
ment and to agree to distribute fairly, among 
the total number of workers, the limited 
amount of work and of earmngs, so” that 
all shall be assured of subsistence. A 
solution to the present congested state of the 
labour market can only be found aloug such 
lines. This is a sokntiul which 1s good 
Christianity and sound economy, but it does 
not go far enough. 

What is to be done at the end of the year 
to help the railway workers, and what can 
be done to help other workers when similar 
trouble overtakes them’ an the people of 
the Free State not rá towards some 
permanent settlement of her labour difh- 
culties on lines similar to those agreed upon 
by the Great Southern Railway and its 
workmén? The majority of our people wish 
to be able to provide sufficient food and 
clothing for their families and themselves, 
but with our present lack of system this 1s 
impossible for large numbers. If there is 
not sufficient work to enable the present total 
of our working fellow-citizens to earn sub- 
cistence, something must be provided to eke 
out their earnings. Instead of maintaining 
a smaller or larger number of our popula- 
tion in enforced idleness. let other industries 
follow the lead of the railway and distribute 
the available work and leisure equitably 
among all our workers. When that has been 
arranged, the simplest means of enabling the 
worker to eke out a livelihood, and to occupy 
his enforced leisure usefully under the condi- 
tion prevailing in this country, would be to 
adopt the allotment plan, as was done during 
the war with marked success. 

Two vears ago the writer came in contact 
with a successful allotment scheme near a 
small town in the English Midlands. A 
fairly extensive farm was taken over and 
divided up into plots of ten square perches 
apiece. The plots were rented to suitable 
applicants for a year at ten shillings a plot. 
A selection of hardy and useful vegetables 
vas grown on these plots by such residents 
of the town as postmen. railway porters, 
constables and men of varving occupation, or 
of no occupation, who were prepared to spend 
a few hours a week in the pleasant and use- 
ful hobby of gardening. If our 1.800 rail. 
way workers were to form a society to rent 
or purchase a suitable farm, what expendi- 
ture would they be called upon to meet and 
what return could they expect to get? To 
begin with, they would require, say, 14 
acres of land. and, with allowance for roads, 
paths and fences, this would provide a plot 
of the size referred to for every member. 

The rent paid bv plot-holders would 
amount to a total of £900 per annum, which 
would be more than sufficient to cover Land 
Commission annuities, bank interest on the 
purchasé money, rates and taxes. No doubt. 
a suitable farm could be had at a moderate 
price and at a convenient site, if an adver- 
tisement were inserted in the daily papers. 
since agriculture is far from flourishing at 
the present time. It is difficult to make an 
estimate of the cost of suitable land. but it 
should not exceed £80 an acre. The rail- 
way authorities might be asked to help bv 
providing reasonable travelling facilities for 
the plot-holder and his familv by the present 
trains and ‘buses. The railway wonld, iw 
deubt. agree to transport supplies of fart: 
vard manure, fertilisers, ete., at concession 
rates, and in many other ways they could 
help the movement. : 

A few figures might now be of interest 
from an individual plot-holder's point of 
view. The rent of such a plot would be 
less than twopence-halfpennvy a week. Any 
excess from the rents paid by. the plot 
holders over the outgoings on account of 
Land Commission annuities, interest and 
taxes could be utilised for the purchase of 
tools and machinery, to be used in common. 
and for improvements intended for the 
ceneral good, such as water supplies, «tc. 
Suppose that 759, of the plot area were 
planted up in potatoes. This would vield 
sufficient produce in an average season to 
provide one meal a dav for every plot-holder 
and his family for nearly the whole vear. 
As the members of the society gain exneri- 
ence. they could arrange for a measure of 
fixity of tenure. to justify members in plant- 
ing bush fruits.. ete.

FREE STATE POLITICS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IPISH TIVES. 
_SIR,- The political position of the Trish 
Free State is very unusual. We have two 
principal parties—Cumann na nGaedheal and 
Fianna Fail. Neither of these parties has a 
unanimous body of enthusiastic supporters. 
Half of the supporters ot the Gevernmen' 
such because thev fear Fianna Fail. 
Half of the supporters of Fianna Fail support 
them because they hate the Government. 
Besides this, a very large number of the 
electors do not vote at all beeause thev do 
not like any of the present parties. It is. 
no doubt, a very extraordinary position, but 
a true one. : 

How can it be changed?. Is it possible 
to change it? It is impossible for a new 
party to be started that would get sufficient 
support to form a Government at the present 
moment. I think the only thing that is 
practical is to endeavour to. get seme in- 
dependent Nationalists elected, who would 
belohg to none of the present parties. later 
on the two principal parties would surely 
split up, and their members divide into two 
new parties—lIrish Nationalists who do not 
care for the British Empire, and supporters 
of the British Empire who do not care for 
the Trish nation. A Centre Party might 
possibly spring up, whieh cared for both the 
British Empire and the Irish nation, but 
this party would, I think, be a very small 
one, 1f it existed at all, as it seems to be 
a contradiction in terms. 

There might he an attempt to form class 

parties—Labour, Farmers, Clerks, Do-tors. 
Lawyers, Capitalists, etc, but these would 
he of no account; for human beings, as a 
rule, have larger minds than to think only 
of their own class. and not consider the good 
of the whole nation. Under the proportional 
representation system of election, it would 
he possible to elect a eertain number cf 
independent Nationalists, if suitable candi. 
dates would ‘stand, but they cannot he 
expected to come forward if some kind of 
organisation be not, started to show that 
there is a demand for them It is time 
therefore, for those who are not satisfied 
with the present parties to communicate with 
one another, and later on get together and 
consider what can be done. A certain 
number have already communicated with me 
but not enough, as vet, to make any success. 
ful move. I do not mind writing in this 
wav as Í am too old to stand myself. 
T suggest as a programme for a group of 
independent Nationalists that their poliey 
should he to aim at an Ireland with a lerge 
prosperons ponulation—in fact. a complete 
nation, providing, in the first place. its own 
food and its own manufactured goods: and 
in the secend place, exchanging its surplus 
food and surplus mannfactured goods with 
other conntries for articles it cannot supply 
itself, The aim of the Government shovld 
he the good of the maioritv of the popvla- 
hon, end pot the wealth of the few The

N Government and other circles in 
4 Dublin keen interest was manifested 
in the details of Mr. Snowden’s Budget 
disclosed in the House of Commons yester- 
day evening. In so far as increases of 
taxation were concerned, there was no 
surprise, as these were inevitable; but 
there had been a good deal of speculation 
as to what departments of revenué would 
be most severely hit, and which of them 
would be likely to have the most 
immediate and noticeable repercussions 
in the Free State. 

The heavy increase in the beer tax, 
equivalent to more than a penny per pint, 
caused the most surprise. [tf was thought 
that £1 per barrel would be about the 
limit of the increase, but £1 11s. was 
regarded as very heavy, indeed. In some 
quarters it was described as amounting 
almost to a prohibitive impost. The 
immediate result of this will, it is feared, 
cause a slump in the export of Irish-made 
stout. 


THE INCOME TAX. 


The income tax increases and the heavy 
cuts in allowances, both to single and 
married taxpayers, as well as the in- 
creased surtax, immediately invite com- 
parisons with the same taxes in the Free 
State. As one authority put it, the Free 
State will at once become a still more

There is no suggestion that the double 
tax arrangement which has existed he- 
tween the Free State and Great Britain 
for several years is likely to be altered. 
On the contrary, it is a form of inter- 
national arrangement, which is strongly 
recommended by the League of Nations. 


FREE STATE ADVANTAGES. 


In addition to lower income and surtax, 
the Free State wil] have the edvantages— 
while present conditions remain—of cheaper 
beer, cheaper tobacco, cheaper petrol and 
cheaper entertainments. 

There is, of course, the other side to 
the question which cannot be ignored. 
The whole people of Great Britain—the 
chief consumers of Irish produce—are 
being severely hit by these heavy burdens. 
Their purchasing power will in conse- 
quence be greatly circumscribed, and the 
demand for Irish products will be 


correspondinzly reduced. The reaction of 


this-will be felt by every farmer and shop- 
keeper throughout the country. 

How the balance of Mr. Blythe’s next 
Budget will be «affected it is much too 
soon to speculate. There is already a 
considerable gap between revenue and ex- 
penditure, and, in view of present condi- 
tions, it 1s difficult to expect much im- 
provement. 


FREE STATE BEER AND 
TOBACCO. 


-- 


The increased duties imposed on beer 
and tobacco by the British Budget do not 
affect beer manufactured in the Free State 
and used for home consumption, nor 
tobacco imported direct through Free State 
ports. Imported cigars, cigarettes and 
tobaccos manufactured in Great Britain 
may, or may not, reflect the higher British 
duty of 8d. in the pound on tobacco. It 
will be a consideration for British manu- 
facturers whether the increased duty shall 
be passed on to the consumer. Users of 
good cigars and high-class cigarettes of 
British origin may possibly not be asked 
to bear the duty in higher retail prices. 
However the British smoker may fare, the 
Free State consumer will be unafected if 
he smokes Irish-manufactured tobacco. 

As regards beer or porter, the Free 


i State consumer is in the same happy posi- 


i 


tion, so leng as he consumes only home 
manufactures. English ales will possibly 
be dearer to the consumer in the Free 
State, but to what extent was not ascer- 
tainable in Dublin yesterday. Messrs. 
Guinness, Sons and Co., Ltd., more than 
half of whose porter is exported, will be 
seriously affected by the increased British 
duty. 

Inquiries made of the firm yesterday as 
to the extent to which their trade terms 
in Great Britain will have to be modified 
by reason of the new duty did not elicit 
any very definite information. It was 
stated vesterday that the effect on Messrs. 
Guinness’s trade would, in the first degree, 
depend on the gravity of the beer taxed. 


THE EXTRA COST. 


Some idea of the extra cost to this firm 
of the increased British duty might be 
gathered from the statement of “ draw- 
back ” on previous years’ tradings. But 
many elements must enter into the ques- 
tion of a new wholesale price in Great 
Britain, and it has been impossible to 
obtain a figure. In all, 723,724 standard 
barrels of porter, beer and ale, valued at 
£2,419,110, were exported from the Irish 
Free State during the first six months of 
this year. By far the greater part of this 
export trade was done by Messrs. Guin- 
ness. This firm supports most of the 
burden to be borne by the Free State 
export liquor trade so far as beer is con- 
cerned. 

The present duty on beer in Great 
Britain is 103s. With the increase of 31s. 
per standard barrel now imposed by Mr. 
Snowden the duty will be raised to £6 14s. 
a barrel. This increase of duty by nearly 
a third is not, however, an absolute addi- 
tion to the British beer tax of £5 3s. per 
barrel. An arrangement was come to by 
the British Government with the brewers 
of Great Britain whereby a substantial 
relief was operated in relation to gravity. 
The result was that up till yesterday a 
standard barrel of British beer could be 
supplied to an English licensed trader at 
a price about 24s. lower than the home 
product can be bought here. Whether that 
allowance applies in any way, and how it 
operates in relation to beer of .55 gravity, 
such as is manufactured by Messrs. Guin- 
ness, are elements which were not ascer- 
tained. 

Assuming from the statistics of the 
export of porter, beer and ale from the 
Free State, as far as they have been pub- 
lished, that our export trade in these com- 
modities totals to about £5,000,000, 
Messrs. Guinness and the other porter and 
ale exporters may, by reason of the British 
beer duty, have to cope with a new burden 
reaching to over £1,000,000.

Extensive shipments of 
dead meat were sent to England. and 
everything looked bright for Drocheda’s 
industrial prosperity, when again the 
factory closed down. The Free State 
Government had advanced £70,000 to 
assist in preserving the industry. but all 
to no purpose.

THE RESOLUTION,

SEIZURE OF COPIES

An issue of 6,000 copies of the newspaper 
An Pheoblacht was yesierday seized by order 
of the authorities as treasonable documents, 

About 1 p.m. Superintendent Ennis and a 
number of detective cflicers entered the 
Fodhla Printing Werks. Cavendish row, Dub- 
lin, with a warrant under the Treason Act 
to search for treasenable documents. The 
week s issue of dn Piheblacht was in process 
of printing at the time, The Saperintendent, 
fn Vike read it, took exception to a patagraph 
in one of the articles, and seized ail copies 
of the newspaper. 

Mr, Frank Ryat, the editor, meanwhile ap- 
peared on the scene, and was informed by 
Superintendent Egnis that hé was seizing the 
paper as a treasonable document. 

Mr. Ryan siated later that in his absence 
the printers had refused to obey the instruc- 
tions of the police, and several went on strike, 
refusing to work while the police were on 
the premises as a protest against continuous 
interference with their work. At the re- 
quest of the managing director, Mr. Kuings- 
ton, work was resumed. 

Mr. Ryan stated that the article to 
which objection was taken was a reprint of 
issued some months ago from tho 
Cumann na mBan Offices, 27 Dawson street, 
Dublin. 

A stop press edition of the ,aper, with two 
blank columns, will be issued to-day, and 
the statement. will appear :— We pubiish 
this mutilated issue while we are taking 
steps to end this outrageous interference with 
the liberty of the Press.’’

COMMUNIST WAR 
ON NAZIS. 


MAN MURDERED IN 


BERLIN.

BERLIN, Thursday. 
Another murder by Communists, not in 

a political brawl, but in cold blood, was 

committed in Berlin last night, when one 

Nazi was shot dead and several injured. 
Nazis of Kreuzberg, in South Berlin, use 

a restaurant at the corner of the Gneisenau 

and Solms Strassen. This resort, like 

others in all parts of the city, has come to 
be identified with the Nazis, and is known 

This restaurant 

regarded as exclusively Nazi, and, 

according to the Nazi Angriff, guards were 
kept posted: outside it. 

Last night two of these guards were 
talking to a companion when a group of 
men, who had quietly approached in the 
darkness on the other side of the street, 
opened fire with revolvers. They shot the 
three Nazis down, mortally wounding one 
of them, dashed across the road and fired 
a number of shots into the restaurant, 
wounding a fourth Nazi. 

Three of the:men hit had recently gone 
over to the Nazis from the Communists, 
and had been threatened with vengeance. 
The threat seems’ to. have been made good, 
and the way in which this was dons again 
points to the existence of organised 
terrorist groups in the Communist ranks. 
During the night the police arrested 
thirteen Communists in the district. 

Last night at Dusseldorf after the burial 
of a Nazi who was stabbed to death by 
Communists last week, there were clashes 
in which three Nazis received knife 
wounds. At Karlsruhe yesterday four 
(ommunists were sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment, ranging from two to five 
years, for the manslaughter of a Nazi, 
who last Whitsun was killed bry blows with 
sticks.

Former Boy Champion His Opponent at 
Newcastle To-day. 


(Py Our GoLF CoRRESPONDENT.) 
NEWCASTLE, Thursday. 


Thistle, the former boy champion, and 

Donald Soulby, a former winner of the 
Jrish native championship, battled their way 
through the semi-final round of the Irish 
Open Amateur Championship, and thus 
houlby gained the unique distinction ct 
figuring in twelve national finals, including 
ol course, those which he played in on the 
Continent. 

At one period in the evening it looked as 
if the struggle would eventuate in an Irish 
internationalist and a Dublin-born player 
(Tipping) reaching the last round; for at 
the fifteenth hole in their respective matches 
they were both in the lead. 
Soulby held on to his advantage, Tipping 
was unable to do so, and the missing of a 
short putt for a five on the home green 
deprived him of the chance he would have 
had of winning the nineteenth. 


A GREAT CROWD, 

Although the Irish interest from the 
sentimental standpoint had gone out of the 
champiouship with the defeat of Crowley 
and Briscoe overnight, the links were

He, how- 
ever, was bunkered off his second to the ninth, 
and although McRuvie was in the rough all 
the way up, he got square, Tipping taking 
two out of the bunker at the eleventh. 
Then came disaster for the Scotsman. He 
was barely on the right of the twelfth green 
in two, but he took the side of the ridge.

third putt, and Tipping, who was short with 
his pitch and run, won the hole with a five. 


THE STRAIN TELLS. 

McRuvie pulled, and Tipping sliced from 
the tee, and the Scot found a heathery lie off 
his second) Meanwhile Tipping had played a 
lovely stroke with the brassey to the middle 
of the green, and for the second time at 
successive holes McRuvie could do no better 
than a level half dozen.

Muir deserved his win, as he covered the 
six laps of the tortuous mountain course 
round the island at a speed of 71.79 m.p.h., 
adding over two miles an hour to the record 
speed of last year’s race, and covering the 
full course at a faster rate than the fastest 
lap of a year ago. 

The distinction of doing the fastest lap 
went to Gledhili (Kirkbarton) on a Norton, 
who did the circuit at 73.37 m.p.h. Muir 
did not take the lead until the half distance 
was covered, but he was never out of the 
picture. When Harding, the Manx crack, 
took the lead at the end of the first circuit 
Muir was lying fourth. Harding cracked on 
the second lap, to give the lead to Gledhill, 
with Muir second, and when Gledhill] retired 
on the third circuit Muir found himse!f in 
front, with a lead of 57 secs. from Pirie, the 
London architect surveyor, who won the 
junior race on Tuesday. 

It was not until yesterday morning that the 
doctors were prepared to certify Pirie as fit 
to ride, and, as on Tuesday, his features 
were concealed by sticking plaster and 
bandages. His Excelsior, however, was not 
as fast as Muir’s Norton, and the University 
man gradually went away from the Lon- 
doner. He led him by two minutes forty 


seconds at the end of the penultimate lap, 
and there the race ended, as Pirie’s machine 
could not go beyond the pits, and when he 
retired Muir had a lead of over seven minutes 
from the next man. Despite a fall on his 
last lap, he ran out the winner by over nine 
minutes. 

Fifty of the fifty-five entrants took part in 
the race, four of the five non-starters being 
knocked out by crashes in practice. Less 
than one-third of the starters completed the 
course. Only the second and third men 
secured replicas of the trophy by being within 
one-tenth of the winner's time.

At a meeting in the Schoolhouse, Kound 
stone, after the Show, which was attended 
by President ree ger Mr. D. Twomey, of 
the Department of Agriculture, Dublin, who, 
along with Mr. T, Cotter, Tuam, judged | 


the Ponies, said that he had had the pleasure 
of taking part in the first inspections held 
in connection with the improvement otf 
Connemara ponies in .924, and also was a 
judge at the first show held in the same 
centre. In the ponies there had been extra- 
ordizary progress. It was astonishing to see 
what a degree of uniformity had been reached 
among the registered animals. Entries of 
Stallions were small, but the quality was 
good, while pony mares and young stock 
were excellent. He knew of nowhere in Great 
Britain, in Canada, or on the Continent, 
where they had ponies of the Connemara 
type. The animal was built on the lines of 
a hunter, and might be described as a small 
hunter. ‘hat was what made the Connemara 
pony so valuable. ‘Ihe one snag about it 
was the poor prices for ponies at present. 
There were, however. great possibilities for 
the breed, as riding ponies were recom- 
mended to people who did not usually take 
enough exercise, owing to their use of the 
motor car. ‘That would create a big market 
for ponies, especially in London, where 
children and their elders were making much 
greater use of the small pony for riding. 


EXCELLENT CATTLE.

DUBLIN (METROPOLITAN).—Our cattle 
market was rather seriously handicapped this 
week hy an increase of 242 beasts, which 
brought supplies much beyond trade prac- 
ticable. There was another good’ attendance 
of both home and export buyers. The 
beast show was considered a poor display 
of quality for an autumn gathering—no doubt, 
due to the heavy and continuous summer 
rains. Still there were many nice draft 
here and there to be seen. Trade, on the 
whole, proved very dull, and, except for a 
few lots of extra nice medium weights, 
market must be reported a further 1s. to 
2s. per cwt. lower. Shipping demand was 
much slower from opening of business, and 
trade in this direction seems to be going 
from bad to worse. Certainly, the condition 
of things in England holds out little hope 
of better prices for our cattle. Shipping off- 
take was much less, even at the reduced 
prices, and, with the expected arrival of 
1,800 Canadian cattle into England next 
week, things do not look like improving here 
on our market. Trade for Scotland was much 
slower, with prices against sellers. London 
trade for heavy bullocks was also very weak, 
and the low prices ruling here are apparently 
still too hig 

buying. Lancashire buyers were slower to 
bid, except at less money, and local vic- 
tuailers, in the absence of competition, 
secured their requirements at lower prices. 
Still, with a sharp drop all round in values, 
market was not half sold up at 10 o'clock; 
later, however, salesmen gave away further 
In prices, and many buyers were taking ad- 
vantage, and bought more freely; yet it was 
doubtful if a complete sell-up would take 
place. Beef cows were also a slow, dragging 
and cheaper trade; larger numbers handi- 
capped trade; buyers’ requirements being 
less and wanted at lower prices, salesmen 
were left with no option but to come down 
in price in the better classes, which were 
fully 1s. cwt. back, while other classes were 
almost unsaleable, quite a large number 
being turned out unsold. Sales :—Prime, 
medium-weight cattle, 35s. to 37s.; extra, 
58s. to 40s.; a few outstanding lots 41s. 
per cwt.; secondary sorts, 33s. to 3s.; 
rougher, 30s. to 32s. Beef cows, best youn 
sorts, 25s. to 28s.; extra, 29s.: seconds aaa 
inferior classes from 15s. to 24s. per ewt. 

SHEEP AND LAMBS.—Entrants here 
totalled 8.987 head, or 313 more than last 
Thursday. Sheep ind lamb market, especially 
the former ruled much slower and uncertain 
than previously; in fact, there was a general 
slip back in Jast week's money position. A 
real nice fat lamb, also handy-weighted 
wether mutton, however, could be readily 
cashed at last day’s prices, but supply on the 
whole gave only a small percentage of ‘these 
classes to draw up. Shippers were in want 
of lambs at a price, say, from 28s. to 35s. 
per head, and a good number was taken at 
these figures; nice hoggets were also fairly 
well placed. Big and half-meated lots were 
not wanted, and notwithstanding the lower 
prices salesmen were prepared to take, market 
showed little signs of clearing, especially the 
poorer classes of ewes. Prime mutton 8d. to 
Sid. and 9d. |lb., wethers 47s. to 52s., extra 
65s. to 65s. per head; hoggets 40s. to 52s. 6d., 
extra 56s. and 57s. ewes 25s. to 40s., 
extra 44s. 6d. to 50s., and lambs 20s. to 38s., 
extra 40s. to 42s.; a few small lots around 
46s. per head. 

DAIRY CATTLE.—Just 350 head of dairy 
cattle came on this market, mostly of the 
usual mixed character. With only a slight 
increase of 16-head on last market trade 
opened fairly steady for the nice type of 
Scotch cows, and all on ofler were quickly 
cashed at last day s price. Heifers, however, 


were a very disappointing sale, and even the 
better classes were much slower to move at 
fully £1 per head tess. Buyers were in good 
attendance, but apart from best cows suiting 
Scotch requirements, trade was slower and 
cheaper with a clearance doubtful, some of 
the poorer classes not being bid for at a late 
hour, when the following prices were men- 
tioned :—Best cows 420 to £23, extra around 
£26, heifers £19 to £22, secondary sorts £15 
to £18, and smalls, etc., £10 to £14 per head. 

PIGS—Market of swine totalled 1,121 head, 
being 227 more than last week’s gathering. 
The attendance of tuyers was fully up to that 
of last week, but from opening sale values 
were much lower, particularly for pigs for 
export, whose buyers report a very bad trade 
yonder. Tocal men were slow and cheaper ; 
beyers and salesmen handicapped with larger 
numbers to dispose of were obliged to take 
less money, and at middle stages of business 
all classes showed a drop of fully 4s. per cwt.. 
with quite a good number of useful sorts on 
hands, which were bid for at prices making a 
total drop of 6s. per cwt. over the days pre- 
ceding. Prime light weight 54s. to 56s. cwt., 
heavier 44s. to 46s.; sows also disappointingly 
bid for at 38s. to 40s., and slips and bonhams 
stil] cheaper at 10s. to 18s. each.

_CASTLEPOLLARD, Thursday. 


HIRTY-FIVE years have now elapsed 
ga since. a number of men banded them- 
* selves together with a view to further- 
ing agriculture in this district, and started 
-what became known as the Castlepollard 
Show. The first show was held in the Market 
square, Castlepollard, but as time went on 
-the committee were spurred to furthér efforts, 
and, encouraged by their successes, they 
aspired to greater things, with the result that 
to-day they are in a position which is. the 
envy of a great many other agricultura] com- 
} mittees. 
Year by year their entries became greater, 
pand their advancement was very obvious to- 
day, when, at the annual show, the entries 
were 1,100, an increase of 200 on. the previous 
“year. | | 
Taken generally, the various classes were 
“well —, and in many instances the 
judges found considerable difficulty in making 
their final decision, so high was the standard 
‘of the exhibits. There was an increase of 120 
in the number of entries in the classes for 
horses. while the cattle were well up to the 
| average. 

Discussing the quality of the exhibits in the 
cattle section with me, one of the judges 
}stated that they were very good, and one 
oútstanding animal was. the shorthorn heifer

HE outstanding exhibits at the forty- 
second autumn show of the Kilkenny 
Agricultural Society, Ltd., which was 

held at St. James’s Park, Kilkenny, to-day, 
were, the horses. In the opinion of the 
judges, they were the best that had been 
seen in Kilkenny for a good many years. 
The four-year-olds were splendid animals, 
and the hunters were a striking collection, 
‘while the children’s classes were also note- 
worthy. The Thyestes Cup, for the best 
four-year-old half-bred gelding or filly bred in 
County Kilkenny, was won by Mr. George 
Butler, of Maiden Hall, Bennettsbridge, with 
‘his grey mare, Simonetta, and the silver cup, 
for the best children’s’ pony, was secured by 
Miss M. B. Cleary, of Knigh, Nenagh, with 
her nine-year-old chestnut gelding, Little 
Rover. 

The section for cattle showed a very slight 
‘falling off in the number of entries, but the 
quality made up for this. Pure-bred dairy 
cows, heifers and heifer calves attracted 
attention by their merits, and there was a 
notable improvement in all classes for female 
ahimals. The silver challenge cup for the 
best pure-bred shorthorn bull (confined to 
County Kilkenny) was awarded to Mr. 
Arthur J, Wilsdon, of Lacken Lodge, Kil- 
kenny, whose Caravan Masterpiece was 
placed first in its class; and the me Con- 
nellan Perpetual Silver Challenge Cup for 
the best dairy herd cow (confined to the 
County or City of Kilkenny), went to Mr. 
Thomas McGrath, of Bamford, Kilkenny, for 
his exhibit of Bamford Colleen 2nd. 

The silver cup for the best Rhode Island 
red cockerel in the utility classes of the 

oultry exhibits was won by Miss Nora 
Fobin, of Kells; and the silver cup for the 
best white Wyandotte pullet in the show was 
won by Mrs. M. Deegan, of Lodge Park, 
Freshford. 

The entries in all classes amounted to about 
1,180. The biggest section was horticulture,
